came up and asked the mate to protect 
him 


Shortly after this Andersen came out 


of the captain's cabin and called the 
mate down out of the rigging and shot 
him four times. He then summoned 
all hands and made them throw the 
body overboard. Next he made them 
go down into the cabin and get the 
body ot the captain and throw that 
overboard. 


John Lind, a common sailor, told es- 


sentially the same story as BarstatJ. 
except that he did not see Andersen 
shoot th« mate Andersen came op to 
him and told him that he had killed the 
captain and that the mate had to go 
too. 


The witness then went and called the 


watch, and while be was doing this he 
heard three or four shots on the other 
aide of the vessel. Witness helped 
throw the bodies overboard-, and An- 
dersen, he said, curecd the dead bod? 
of the mate.

The captain and mat* wer* deaff 


when thrown overboard 
Andersen 


fired three shots when the email boat 
left the burning schooner, though why 
he did it witness could not say. 


Lind told huw the trw* firew lots to 


see who should go together, and his lot 
fell with that of Andersen. He said 
Anderses shot the dog, which came 
ashore in the boat, and. on the way to 
Belmont, sold ttae captain's watch. 


Andrew 
March, another ot the 


schooner's crew, testified that he was 
in his bunk at the time ot the killing 
and heard Andersen call the mat* 
down from aloft. He heard the con- 
versation between Andersen and the 
mate and heard four shots, after which 
Andersen said- "Com* out here, boys, 
and lower a boat and put me ashore. 
The captain and mate are dead and I 
am In charge of the ship."

Washington, Uf. 1L—Commissioner 


•f Pensions Evans appeared before the 
aeaat* committee on civil service and 
retrenchment, which is conducting an 
investigation into the operation of the 
civil service system. 


Mr. Evans was questioned at length 


by Senators 
Lodge and Pritcbard 


about the civil service system and its 
application to the pension office force. 


He expressed the opinion that the 


law did not accomplish the results its 
friends instated that it did. The best 
men in his office were those who had 
come m under the socalled "spoils sys- 
tem." 
They did their duty and ex- 


pected to hold their positions by so do- 
ing. 


The pension examining boards, he 


•aid, ought not to be in the classified 
service, as it. was desirable to secure 
men as members of such boards who 
had had wid* surgical 
experience— 


army experience, if possible—and such 
men would not enter into competition 
for the places with young men Just out 
of college. 


He thought, however, that the entire 


system ot appointing the boards was 
wrong, and that all of them ought to 
be under a uniform system of appoint- 
ment. 


The commissioner believed that the 


head ot a bureau was the best qualified 
person to pass upon the efficiency of a 
clerk, and that he ought not to be ham- 
pered in removing a clerk for ineffi- 
ciency. 


If permitted to do so ne could re- 


move at least 100 clerks from his of- 
fice without affecting the efficiency of 
the force. He thought it would be de- 
sirable to have a definite tenure of of- 
fice, not exceeding 10 years, so that ev- 
ery year about 10 per cent of new blood 
could be mfuced into the force 


1%is would do away with the abuses 


resulting from some clerks remaining 
in office too long. The commissioner 
thought that some reform would have 
to be enacted or the country would 
have the infliction of a civil pension 
list. 


He believed it was a mistake to in- 


clude in the classified service the spe- 
cial examiners, medical boards, chiefs 
of divisions and all others receiving j 
salaries exceeding 91,400. 
' 


Cmuldmd V.riou* Bill*. 


Washington, Dec. 21.—The commit-' 


tee appointed at the house civil service 
conference 10 days ago to draft modifi- 
cations of the civil service law met and 
went over the various bills pending 
beXore the house. The committee ex- 
pects to have a measure framed by the 
time congress meets next month. Its 
members are opposed to the present 
law as including too many offices with- 
in Hs scope.

to!* and miner*' separate conventions 
war* largely attended and th* Impor- 
tant questions which are to com* up 
were thoroughly diccnaaed. 


Judging from the results H would ap-

On the rate question the miners 


passed a resolution which means a 
complicated fight. In spite of the fact 
that the courts have ruled that the new 
mining law is unconstitutional, the 
resolution demands & rate of 49 cents 
a ton for coal as it comes from the 
mine without being screened. The 
operators decided to ignore the new 
mining law entirely.

As a 
rule the contractor gets from S to 6 
cents apieo* for the trees when brought 
out, the purchaser paying. the freight, 
which amounts to more than the cost of 
the tteea. These firs paaa through sev 
oral bands before they reach the retail 
en, and when they are finally sold it is 
* poor fir that will not bring 25 cents, 
ihe price of the smallest trees. A dollar 
or more i» often obtained for a tree that 
is 10 feet tail.—New York Sun.

salon or pietom exhibition, all of which 
have hitherto been housed in the Palais 
da 1 'Industrie. Th« government has 
likewise devoted a sum of $30,000 to 
putting the Machinery ball in proper 
order for the various annual shows. As 
the other buildings in tho Champ de 
Mara, in which the dissident salon has 
for the pant ten years held its annual 
shows, are likewise doomed, the two 
rival salons have been compelled to set- 
tle their long standing differences and 
•will once more exhibit jointly and un- 
der the same roof. 


Japan's railroad companies am to 


duplicate their lines early in the now 
year. In consequence arrangements are 
about to be made by which great iu- 
creaaes of tolling .stock, locomotives and 
other material will be made every year 
to 1908. In the case of one company 
alone it is estimated that the dupiica 
tion, with the extra rolling stock, etc., 
will tost 915,000,000, as no less than 
800 locomotives aud 4,000 passenger 
and freight cars will be required. Much 
of this material is to be purchased in 
the United States. 


Owing to the existence of a peculiar 
law in France which exacts that "any

long enough to 'put into execution tho 
various reforms comprised in its politi- 
cal programme, it will have contributed 
more toward the redemption of tba Hel- 
lenic kingdom than any previous ad- 
ministration. One of the most impor- 
tant measures to which the new prime 
minister has committed himself since 
his advent to power in the thorough re- 
organization of the civil service by dis- 
missing all the officials and reappoint- 
iag only those who are fitted for tho 
places which they now hold.

Two prisoners who were last week 


convicted 
of committing 
offenses 


against the laws of the state of Ohio, 
were brought into court this morning 
and were given their sentences by 
judge Richie. Both prisoners received 
the extreme limit, and as their sen- 
tences were pronounced they did not 
in the least seem affected and received 
it as a matter of fact 


The two criminals who will spend 


the next few years of their life in the 
pen from Allen county are Charles 
Clark and George Sbriver. 


The judge, iu addressing his remarks 


to the prisoners, told them that they 
were professional criminals and that 
there could be no hopes of reforming 
them by imprisonment. They would 
be sent to prison as a protection to so- 
ciety and that the community would 
be benefited by their absence. 


Shriver was convicted for picking 


the pocket of a gentleman from South 
Warsaw while he was in the city one 
day last summer. He was informed 
that for his offense he would be given 
five years in the Ohio penitentiary. 
Clark's sentence was double that giv- 
en Shnver, ten years being 
the 


time given him. The judge said 
to Clark that there were five men 
implicated in the Walther robbery and 
that two had been convicted and that 
a third one, who also lived in Lima, 
was under indictment but who couk 
not probably be convicted. The two 
other conspirators were also profes- 
sional thieves and were shrewd enough, 
not to make themselves known t» 
anyone bat Clark. 
They acted as 


guard at the door and themselves 
carried away their share of the stolen- 
goods. This accounts for the cloth 
that was not found concealed under 
the ewrvert, on the Sbawnee road. 
One piece of the cloth that was stolen spend 
was never found but is now worn as a

dress by a nuatress of one of the two 
conspirators that stood guard at the 
door. This woman lives in a certain 
town in Indiana. They were wise 
enough mot to form the acquaintance 
»f Folk, for had th*y done so they also 
would httve been vonvieted and sen- 
tenced the same aa Clark. Folk that 
night wa» a euu*|>iratwr to the crime 
m that he drove the wagon which con- 
tained a part of the stolen soods. The 
prisoners will be taken to Columbus 
by way of Springfield. A stop will be 
wade at Springfield, where Clark is 
desired as % witness in an important 
case.
